‘New York, Oct. 26,—[Special.]—~President Roosevelt as the advocate of universal 
peace and the unflinching advocate of American progress at home and American honor 
gpd prestige abroad, was the keynote of Secretary John Hay’s masterly address to a 
great audience at Carnegie hall here tonight. 

The crush of people seeking admission to hear the secretary of state was so great 


> that the doors had to be locked at 7:30. At that hour the vast auditorium was full 


@nd thousands were crowded outside trying to obtain admission. 


Inside the hall there was a solid mass of shouting, flag waving republicans, and 


when the secretary of state appeared upon the platform the audience rose to its feet 
and the cheering continued for several minutes. - 

Secretary Hay was introduced as “one of the greatest living Americans and the 
foremost diplomat in all the world, a man whose name in every cabinet in the world 
if synonymous with honesty and fair dealing.” Renewed cheering greeted the secre- 
tery as he arose to speak, and the applause was renewed at every one of the many 
telling points in his arraignment of the democratic leaders and their “ blundering, 
evasive policy.” 


Incisive Arraignment of Democracy. 


Cctvenry Hay did not deal in scholarly platitudes. He declared that Parker was 
He asserted that the democratic platform evaded some 
issues and straddled others. He declared the democratic leaders relied on the solid 
south and on Tammany for success, and that they “ claim the confidence of the coun- 
iy upon grounds that affront the common intelligence of the country and invite the 
derision of the world.” 

The secretary of state did not discuss the tariff or the financial or the trust issues. 
His speech was an arraignment of “the harlequin ticket” and the “ timidly radical 
platform” of the democratic party. He elaborated upon the two points upon which 
the country naturally expected him to speak—the Philippines and the Panama canal. 

Quoting Parker’s “ reckless,and ill considered ” statistics, the secretary said these 
grotesque errors do not compare with “the monstrous levity ” with which Parker pro- 
poses to abandon the Philippines—*“ a step which would cover us with incredible dis- 
seredit,” which would be “an abdication of our position in the Pacific,” the “ surrender 
of our commercial prestige in the far east,” a “ base treachery and betrayal of the 
Joyal and intelligent Filipinos who have trusted us,” and a “ direct anyitetion to in- 


i pene war and foreign invasion.”

DIG INTO ARSON CHARGE. 


Allegation That Ex-President Is 
_ Firebug Will Be Laid Before 

State’s Attorney; Black- 
mail Talk Ceases. 


The National Bank of North America, the 
president of which, I. N. Perry, is charged 
with arson, goes out of existences at 9 o'clock 
this morning. 

At that hour its business will be assumed 
by the Continental National bank, which at 
2 o'clock this morning purchased the disap- 
pearing institution. 

The directors of the North America made 
up their minds to sell—and save themselves 
and their depositors—twelve hours before 
Tua TRIBUND first gave publicity to the ex- 
traordinary charges against their president. 
They knew that with the police, fire, and city 
legal departments investigating the allega- 
tions, and with warrants actually sworn out 
charging Perry with arson, but net, served, 


that it would be impossible to prevent ulti- 


mate publicity. 


Wanted to Save the Bank. 
With publicity they feared a Pun, and as 
one of them stated in confidence on Tuesday 
evening, the meeting of directors on that 


afternoon was not so much to investigate,) 


the charges against Perry as to prepare for 
the storm they felt must follow the ‘explo- 
sion. 

At that meeting it was resolved to sell 
out, and as the bank was in good condition 
they expected to find no difficulty In getting 
a buyer. So they notified the Continental 


people they would be given an opportunity 


to bid for the bank on Wednesday morning. 


Deal Closed in Evening. 

A conference was held between President 
Black, P. A. Valentine, George M. Keynoilds, 
and other stockholders, and negotiations im- 
mediately began. The deal practically was 
closed at 9 o’tlock last night, but some de- 
tails had to be worked out which required 
until early this morning. 

The National Bank of North America 
guarantees all the accounts, and it is under- 
stood that, based upon the character of the 
assets, the ultimate price will be worked 
out. If the book value of $139 per share of 
the North” Ameérican proves to represent 
sound assets, the price as nearly as could be 
learned will be between $156 and $157 a 
share. The stockholders will receive ap- 


proximately $17 a share above the book. 


value. 
Transfer in Effect Today. 

The transfer of assets will be made early 
tuday, and customers of the National Bank 
otf North America will go to the Continental 
for the transaction of their business. 

As to the working force of the America, 
Vice President Reynolds of the Continental 
said this morning: 

‘t We temporarily shail take over the junior 
officers and employés. We are under no 
obligations to retain any of them, but we shall 
gradually find the people needed.” 


Perry Evidently Is Out. | 
Mr. Perry is evidently eliminated from the 
situation, as he is nota “‘junior.’’ It is 
understood also that Mr. Perry would have 
no desire to go over to the Continental. 
There was some talk during the early hours 
of the night of a competitive bidder, but it 
was understood this morning that only the 
Continental had been finally figured upon. 


Continental Issues Notice. 

The Continental bank at 2:30 a. m. issued 
the following to the depositiors, correspond- 
ents, and clients of the National Bank of 
North America, Chicago: 

An agreement has been entered into for the 
merger of the National Bank of North America, 
Chicago, with the Continental National bank of 
Chicago, as of the close of business on Oct. 26, 1904. 

The office of the National Bank of North Amer- 
ica has been removed to the banking rooms of the 
Continental National bank, 218 La Salle street, 
Chicago, where all the business of said National 
Bank of North America will hereafter be con- 
ducted and where all amounte due to or by said 
National Bank of North America will be payable 
ard paid. 

The Continental National bank of Chicago stands 
ready to take over all deposit and correspondents’ 
accounts of said National Bank of North America, 
and will do so on receipt of the insloeed order of 
transfer properly signed. 

The officers and directors of said National Bank 
of North America urge the prompt execution and 
return of said order, and aseure the depositors, cor- 
respondents, and clients of said National Bank of 
North America that they will receive from said 
Continental National bank the same courtesy and 
consideration extended by that bank to its custom- 
ers, ‘an assurance which the Continental National 
bank will make a special effort and esteem it a 
Pleasant duty to abundantly meet, 

New Bank of High Rank. 

With the consolidation of the Continental 
and the North American, the Continental will 
take rank as thé second largest national bank 
in Chicago. The combined deposits will be 


] over $55,000,000, against $45,491,000 held by 


the Corn Exchange National bank. In the 
last two and a half years the Continental has 
shown a steady and substantial growth. Its 


dividend rate. has been increased to 8 per 


cent, while the earnings have been greatly 
in excess of that amount. The Continental 
is known locally as the institution in which 
the Armours are heavily interested. Its pres- 
ident is John C. Black. Some years ago it 
absorbed the International bank and the 
Bank of Commerce, bo.n estate institutions.

Treasurer of Pomeroy, 0., In- 


dicted for. 


JURY AVTER CON FEDERATES 


Chase’s Story of Holdup Not Borne 
Out by the Evidence. 


Pomeroy, O., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—County 
Treasurer Thomas J. Chase was indicted 
today by the grand jury, charged with em- 
bezzling the $14,000 which he claimed was 
stolen from his safe by robbers Sept. 9. 

He was placed in jail, as he was unable 
Tonight he collapsed in his 
cell; and a guard was placed over him to 
prevent him from committing suicide. 

The indictment of Chase caused no sur- 
prise, and it is expected that one or more 
persons, alleged confederates of the treas- 
urer, will. be indicted tomorrow. Several 
names are mentioned in this connection. 


Chase claimed the robbery was committed ) 


by masked men, who gagged and tied, then 
locked him up in the safe, where he was 
found by his daughter. The alleged robbery 


took place in daylight, and Chase insisted . 


the robbers made their escape through the 
corridors of the courthouse. 


Saw No Strangers About. 

It was shown to the grand jury that at 
least half a dozen men were sitting in front 
of the courthouse all forenoon of Sept. 9 
and saw no strangers. One of the most im- 
portant witnesses was Roy Packard, treas- 
urer of Olive township, who fixed the 
time of the closing of the treasurer's office 
that day to within two minutes. 


Significant Testimony Offered. 
Packard came to Pomeroy that morning to 
draw $300 of the school funds for his town- 
ship. After sitting in the adjoining office of 
the county auditor he went to a telephone, 
seeing and speaking to Chase ag he ‘passed. 
At that time Janitor Minich was sitting 


the door. 


Packard says he returned to the treasurer’ 8 
office within two minutes after seeing Chase 
standing by the door and found the door 
locked. He shook the door and finally kicked 
it. Getting no response, he asked Jahitor 
Minich, who still sat there, where Chase 
had gone. 

Janitor Minich said he thought Chase had 
gone to the county fair, which was then in 
progress. Packard then cashed his war- 
rant at a local bank. 

Jury Searches for Confederates. 

The testimony of other witnesses tended to 
show that Chase was the last man in the 


bank on the date of the alleged robbery, and 
‘that he had removed the money on the pre- 


vious day for purposes of his own, with the 


aid of confederates. 


As soon as the indictment against Chase 
was reported the grand jury resumed its 
investigation on the theory that there was 
at least one, probably two, confederates, one 
to turn the combination on the vault door on 
the outside, and possibly another keeping 
watch outside the building. The report of the 
investigation of the ——— is awaited 
with interest. 

Bondsmen Are Liable. 

If Chase is convicted the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty company of Baltimore 
will refuse to pay the county $10,000 insur- 
ance against daylight robbery, as the indict- 
ment is for embezzlement. The burden then 
would fall on Chase’s twenty-six individual 
bondsmen, who were accepted by the county 
commissioners for $200,000. As about haif 
of them are said to be insolvent, the others 
will have about $1,000 each to pay. 


Chase of Excellent Family.

THOUGHT IT JAP ATTACK, 


RUSSIAN ADMIRAL EXPLAINS 
NORTH SEA AFFAIR. 


Rojestvensky Arrives with Part of the 
Baltic Fleet at Port of Vigo and in 
Newspaper Interview Says That He 

Believed His Ships Were in Danger 
from Enemy and Therefore He Fired 
~—Other Officers Declare Unknown 
Boats Shot at the Squadron. 


VIGO, Spain, Oct. 26—Vice Admiral Ro- 


jestvensky, who arrived at-this port today 


with a part of the Baltic fleet, stated that 
the attack upon the English fishing boats in 
the North sea last Friday night was purely 
accidental and that the officers of the Rus- 
sian fleet believed they were being attacked 
by torpedo boats. 

According to Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s 
statement, the weather on the night in ques- 
tion was hazy. About 1 a. m. two torpedo 
boats, which the Russians supposed were 
Japanese craft, suddenly appeared between 
the two divisions of the squadron and seemed 
to discharge torpedoes... The Russians imme- 
diately opened fire. They-saw no fishermen, 
and were not aware that any damage had 


| been done. 


Evidently, the admiral said, the fishermen 
had shown no lights. The admiral repeated 
that he greatly regretted that any injury 
had been done fishermen, and added that he 
had no doubt the Russian government would | 
make ample compensation. 


Attacked by Eight Torpedo Boats. 
Other officers of the Baltic ‘fleet are not 
so cautious in their choice of words in ex- 
plaining the affair. 

Prince Keretelli, an officer of the battle- 
ship Emperor Alexander III., gives the fol- 
lowing explanation: 

“The transport Anatol, which was steam- 
ing,ahead of the squadron, was suddenly 
surrounded by eight torpedo boats and re-. 
quested assistance, whereupon the battle- 
ship division advanced and signaled to the 
unknown vessels to leave or disclose their 
nationality. The vessels refused to obey 
and advanced among the Russian battle- 
ships. 

“ Suddenly a cannon shot was heard from 
an unknown vessel. Then the admiral 
formed in battle line and replied to the fire, 
afterwards continuing his voyage.”’ 

Prince Keretelli added that the Russians 
feared the strange torpedo boats were Japan- 
ese, as the admiral was aware that the Jap- 
anese had purchased such boats in England. 

Explained by Other Officers. 

Explanations given by ‘officers of other 
Russian ships vary but little. One of them 
stated that while steaming by night they 
saw two torpedo boats within the lines of the © 
squadron. Supposing a Japanese attack was - 
impending, they opened fire. They say they 
did not see any sailors looking like fisher- 
men aboard the two boats fired at. The 
officers say they do not know if any members 


| of the crews were wounded. 


The crews of all the Russian battleships 
and cruigers here show signs of uneasiness. 
Sentinels are closely watching every move- 
ment within the harbor.

His majesty at the same time Geigned to favor 
me with an expression of sincere appreciation for 
my efforts in cannection with the formation of 
the military forces tn the viceroyalty, their con- 
centration in the war zone, and my conduct of 
affairs as commander in chief of our forces in the 
far east. 

While notifying the land and sea forces in the 
territory of the far east of the imperial will and 
mark of favor graciously conferred by our monarch, 
I consider it my duty to convey my cordial thanks 
to the-glorious troops under my command who 
have taken immediate share in the military opera- 
tions for their truly self-sacrificing service, dis- 
tinguished by many heroic deeds on the part of 
both men and leaders of all grades.

RULES FOR RUSSIAN PRISONERS. 


Japanese Define Offenses for Which Cap- 
tives Mzy Expect to Be Exe- 
- cuted. 


TOKIO, Aug. 26.—Attempts to escape, as- 
saults upon guards, and various instances of 
refractory conduct on the part of Russian 
prisoners of war under confinement in Japan 
have led to the formulation of a series of reg- 
ulations which will henceforth be enforced 
as follows: 

Captives resisting the guards will be im- 
prisoned. 

The leaders of plots to escape, accompanied 
by force, will be hanged or exiled and par-~ 
ticipants will be imprisoned. 

The leaders of organized assaults on guards 
will be hanged and participants therein will 
be imprisoned. 

Captives released upon taking an oath that 
they will not again participate in the war will 
be hanged if captured again. 


American Embassy in St. Petersburg 
“ Receives Earnest Letter Touch- 
ing Care of Refugees. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26.—The Ameri- 
can embassy here has received from the 
Japanese minister at Berlin a letter of 
warm thanks for the aid rendered by Am- 
bassador McCormick in getting Japanese 
refugees from Rusgia into Germany.

‘TOLMAN DISCUSSES THE CASE. 


‘Says Testimony Submitted Is “So Ap- 
palling as to Be Almost Incredi- 
ble”—T' wo Theories Given. 


“So appalling as to be almost incredible,” 
-was the way in which Corporation Counsel 
Tolman spoke yesterday of the testimony 
submitted to him implicating President Per- 
ry in the Hegewisch fire. That the fire was 
incendiary is taken by the city hall authori- 
ties as a thing beyond dispute, and the theory 
they have been working on has béen that 
Mr. Perry was concerned in it, . 

As to the evidence so far secured, Maj. Tol- 
man and his assistant, Thomas J. Johnson, 
assigned to the fire department, gave out a 
joint statement as to the investigation they 
have been conducting. That investigation 
is not yet concluded and will take at least 
one more day and perhaps more. Until it 
is completed no conclusion will be given out 
by the corporation counsel’s office, the sit- 
uation last evening being described after 
this fashion: 7 


Two Theories Are Given. 


“Two theories are now tenable. Under 
one there is the most damaging evidence 
against Perry and almost convincing proof 
that he is guilty. The other is that he is the 
victim of a conspiracy, and that this evi- 
dence has been manufactured against him.” 

The points brought out In the statement of 
the corporation counsel as tending to show 
that Perry was implicated in the fire are that 
under his management the insurance on the 
property has n increased, that an exor- 
bitant value had been put by him on it, that. 
the fire was undoubtedly incendiary, an 
that, Mr. Perry was alone in the works short- 
ly before it broke out. The statement reads: 


Maj. Tolman’s Statement. 


On Monday last Thomas J. Johnson, a member of 
the city law department, assigned to duty as at- 
torney for. the fire department, reported to me with 
regard to an investigation he had been making 
concerning the partial destruction by fire of a 
manufacturing plant at Hegewisch. This matter 
came to him In the regular course of his duties, he 
being charged with the investigation of every fire 
which the fire department reports as resulting from 
an unknown cause or accompanied by suspicious 
circumstances. 


Mayor Is Called In. 


The developments in regard to this fire were so 
sensational that we immediately had a conference. 
with Mayor Hagison. The evidence showed beyond 
any doubt that the fire was of incendiary origin. 
The testimony of the engineer in charge of the 
bullding. together with that of the former superin-

Conspiracy Is Alleged. 
Mr. Perry’s attorney claimed that he hed been 
the victim of a conspiracy; that it being known 
that he necessarily spent Sundays at this plant, a 
fire was planned to take place at a time when he 
should be present, and all the circumstantial evi- 
dence would connect him with its origin. 


Perry’s Counsel Pleas. 


They also offered to show that an arrangement 
was practically completed for the sale of this plant 
for a sum of money larger than the insurance, 
and that $100,000 was deposited in escrow on ac- 
count of this-contract, and that Perry therefore 
had no motive to commit the crime. We imme- 
diately entered upon an investigation of this state- 
ment. In the meantime the mayor directed that 
the matter be called to the attention of the bank 
directors, in order that they might have warning 
and might prepare themselves for whatever con- 
sequences might ensue. Steps were taken at the 
same time to insure that none of the parties 
charged with complicity in the offense should be 
able to escape. 


Inquiry Still Progresses. 
Mr. Johnson and.I still are investigating the 
case. It is absolutely impossible for us to make 
a statement at this time as to who the guilty 
parties are. The investigation has not reached 
that point in which we can a which of the 
two theories are correct.

FIND TIME FUSES WERE USED. 


Lieut. Crane of Hegewisch Police Says 
He Is “Sure of Ground” in In- 
ecendiarism Case. 


It. was disclosed yesterday by Lieut. Crane 
of the Hegewisch police that time fuses had 
been laid in two other buildings in the Chi- 
cago Car and Locomotive works besides the 
structures which were destroyed by fire 
three weeks ago. | 
With his description and the story of the 
fire as told by employés of the company and 
residents of Hegewisch, the following facts 
were obtained: 
Fire was discovered about 5:30 p. m. by 
Frank Bock, a watchman, in the blacksmith 
shop of the “ wrecking’ building, which 
was constructed of wood and sheet iron and 
situated to the southeast end of the yards. 
Bock attempted to put it out with a hand 
pump, but it had gained too much start. 
When the Hegewisch fire department, con- 
sisting of one chemical engine, arrived, Bock 
telephoned for Supt. W. C. Hunt. who was 
in Blue Island. Hunt did not arrive until 
the fire was out. The wrecking building was 
consumed. 

Another Fire Soon Follows. 
The firemen were just putting up their ap- 
paratus, an hour later, when another fire 
was discovered in the “display " house. This 
bulldirg was also of wood and iron and con- 
tained a large amount of machinery and 
some locomotives. It was situated 150 feet 
southeast of the wrecking house, and the 
wind was in the south, blowing directly over 
the town. This building also was destroyed. 
The sparks from these two fires in the mean- 
time had set fire to some twenty roofs in the 
town, and the people were out in force fight- 
ing to save their homes. ; | 
There was no combustible material fn 
either of these buildings. The electric 
d-namo had not been in use for over two 
‘months, it is stated, and the plant had re- 
sumed operations only a few days before the 
fire. 
On that same night Lieut. Crane, who 
suspected an incendiary origin from the be- 
ginning, began his investigation of the cause 
of the two fires. He suspected'two employés 
of the company. and, calling them into the 
office at the plant, questioned them and 
threatened them with arrest. It was from 


the answers of these two men, whose names 

‘he refuses to disclose, that Lieut. Crane 
found the facts for the investigation which 
is now in progress. . 


Finds Time Fuse and Explosives, — 


Their disclosures led him to examine the 
_other buildings of the plant thoroughly. In 
the loft of the wood mill, in a room set apart 
for the display of patterns, he discovered the 
traces of a time fuse. The fuse was nearly. 
consumed, and had been smothered. It was 
olled and led to an explosive “* touch-off.” 
The explosive was slightly disturbed. The 
fuse was sO arranged that the course of the 
fire could be*regulated. It was thirteen feet 
and six inches long, and was crossed and re- 
crossed, so that it might have taken over am 
bour to burn to the end. Pieces-of this fuse 
were saved to be introduced as court evi- 
dence. In this pattern room were displays 
‘valued at around $10,000. The damage was 
slight. 
Farther search the next day revealed that 
still anothergfuse had been laid in the fore- 
man’s office in the machine shop, which is 
the main building in the center of the plant. 
This fuse was set the same as the other, and 
also had been smothered. Traces of its path 
were easily seen. The fuse had been skill- 
fully concealed, and ag Rate declare could 
rot have been laid by ah inexperienced per- 
n.

DIRECTORS SAY IT IS ABSURD. 


Maintain Confidence in Bank President 
—Perry Works at Desk and Calls 
; on His Counsel. 


The attitude assumed by the bank directors 
throughout the day outwardly at least -vas 
one of implicit confidence in President Perry. 
The board’s investigation started the day 
before was discontinued abruptly on the 
theory that such action could only tend to re- 
flect on the confidence of the bank in its pres- 
ident. To all questions the directors simply 
replied that the story involving Mr. Perry 
was absurd, and that they had decided to 
ignore it as a malicious attempt to discredit 
their president. 

“The directors have held no meeting to- 
day,” said Bernard A. Eckhart, “ nor do we 
intend to hold any to consider this preposter- 
ous story.” 

“*T believe it was a mistake to have gone 
into this absurd thing at all,’’ said Albert W. 
“ That meeting of the directors yes- 
terday was a mistake. It was called at the 
instance of a couple of directors who got ex- 
cited. Now they see that there is nothing 
substantial inh the more or less indefinite 
stories floating about, and the best thing 
they can do Is to drop it andignoreit. We 
have the utmost confidence in President 


Perry.”’ 
Perry Tells of Visit. 


President Perry himself was loath to talk 
and referred every one to his attorney, Moritz 
Rosenthal. He did, however, take occasion 
to answer one question relating to his trip 
to Hegewisch that Sunday afternoon. 

“Tt is not true,” he said, “ that I was un- 
aecompanied in my inspection of the plant. 
The watchman went along from room to room 
of the buildings in order to unlock the doors 
for me. I don’t know what a time fuse looks 
like, but if I did, and if I had had any with 
me, I could not have disposed of them with- 
out the watchman seetng me. It is absurd.” 

Mr. Perry was at his desk as usual all 
day, and appeared little ruffied by the sen- 
sational stories in which his name was in- 
volved. He-received a score of letters from 
prominent financiers about town, who ex- 
pressed their sympathy for him and their 
confidence in him. During the bankinz hours 
he was at his desk attending to the business 
of the institution, but after 3 o’clock he went 


to Mr. Rosenthal’s office and later attended 
the conference of directors and attorneys in 


the offices of West, Eckhart & Taylor, attor- 


neys for the ban’s. 

President Perry politely but firmly declined 
to discuss the contents of the statement 
issued by Corporation Counsel Tolman, say- 
ing that he had turned the who te matter | 
over to Mr. Rosenthal. * 

“‘T am not ready to discuss these insinua- 
tions,” said Mr. Rosenthal, “ but I may say 
all of the points raised in Maj.

Perry’s Friends Theorize. 

Mr. Rosenthal, finally, late in the afternoon 
issued a statement which goes into the inti- 


‘mations that the charges are part of a con- 


spiracy to injure President Perry. It is al- 
leged by Mr. Perry's friends that he was 
called to Hegewisch the Sunday in question 
by a telephone message Saturday night; 
which declared hig presence at the plant im- 
perative. It is the theory of the defense that | 
the alleged conspirators intended to get Mr. 
Perry on the ground and then set fire to the 
factory, so as to throw suspicion upon him. 
The statement iesued by Mr. lex- 
plains the matter in this wise: ‘ 
Gounsel Issues Statement. 
“From our investigation of the cage it is 
that there is a disposition on the 
part of a number of employés and ex-em- 
ployés of the businese where the fire took 
place to either shake down the bank or its 
officials for some money or for the purpose 
of avenging supposed alleged wrongs com- — 
mitted by certain officers of the bank. 
™ There is substantial proof obtainable that 
a, certain man has repeatedly made vigorous 
threats.to persons with whom he thought he 
had confidential relations, and whom he, 
sought. to have ajd him, that he would de- 
stroy Mr. Perry's reputation before many 
months had passed. There is also proof pos- 
itive that this man and two. others are en- 
gaged in a plan to overthrow and destroy, Jf. 
possible, Mr. Perry. 
| Plot-Is Asserted, 
“We are satisfied that the telephone nies- 
sage to Mr. Perry to come to the plant on 
Sunday, Oct. .9, was part of a soncocted: 
scheme to place Mr. Perry a position 
where he could be suspected of having some 
connections. with the starting of the fire. 
From the evidence that we have secured, I 
think it is safe for you to assume that the 
scheme to burn the factory had all been ar-. 
ranged so that after Mr.. Perry had left the - 
factory the fire could be started by the 
schemers and thus the blame be thrown upon 
Mr. Perry. Our hurried investigation of the 
matter has already satisfied us that every- 
thing that took plage at the plant that Sun- 
day afternoon .h been carefully prear-

CHICAGO BANKER DOZEN YEARS, 


Mr. Perry’s Career in City Begins as 
Vice President of the Conti- 
nental National. 


’ Isaac N. Perry’s career in Chicago as a 
banker began in 1891, when he became con- 
-nected with the Continental National bank 
as vice president. For eleven years he was 
with that institution and eventually became 
most active In its Management. Mr. Perry 
had a penchant for country bank deposits 
and his competitors always declared that In 
order to secure such business’ he was ac- 
customed to grant considerations more fa- 
yorable than they were willing to do. The 
bank had an agent traveling through the 
country soliciting country bank patronage. 
Mr. Perry, in his desire to build up deposits, 
was greatly Impressed with an account 
amounting to as much as $100,000. Tosecure 
it his friends say he would make unusual 
concessions. 
Some years ago he made a loan to the 
Pease locomotive works. This loan eventu- 
ally caused considerable friction and about 
two years ago Mr. Perry decided to go into 
the banking business in New Orleans and 
was elected president of one of the institu- 
tions there. About this time the First Na- 
tional bank purchased the Metropolitan Na- 
tional. This left, as Mr. Perry conceived, a 
field for a new bank, andehe at once set 


“| about organizing one, resulting in the forma- 


tion of the National Bank of North America 

with a capital of $2,000,000 and a paid in sur- 

plus of $500,000. 
Bemk Opens with Eclat. 

The bank opened in the middle of June, 
1902, with considerable éclat. Deposits for 
the first day were in round numbers $3,000,- 
000. This was extremely gratifying to Mr. 
Perry’s sense of making a big bank fast. 

He had been in operation a comparatively 
short time when he took over the trouble- 
some Pease loan from the Continental Na- 
tional. This was the beginning of his trou- 
bles with the new institution of which he- 
was the founder. In the meantime not only 
the Pease but other loans began to give 
trouble. A New York state firm failed, leav- 
ing the National Bank of North America 
with a loss variously estimated but not ac- 
curately known. Then another considerable 
loss was made.- The stock of the bank, which 
had risen rapidly and sold above 160, began 
to decline. 

The bank went on, however, increasing its 
deposits. Nearly every succeeding state- 
ment of its condition published in accord- 
ance with the requireftment of the controller 
of the currency showed an increase in vol- 
ume of such business. From the standpoint 
of deposits the institution looked extremely 
flourishing. Deposits of country banks read- 
ily and easily swelled that item, but on such 
deposits interest of at least 2 per cent gen- 
erally is allowed. With from 70 to 75 per cent 
of a bank’s total business in such deposits 
there is lacking one of the first elements of 
profit making. The individual deposit is 
hard to secure. The bank deposit is easy. 


President’s Authority Reduced. 

When it became apparent to members of 
the board of directors that the bank was not 
earning what it should a close inepection 
began to be exercised over the institution's 
affairs. A few months ago it became known 
in La Salle street that final supervision of 
loane had been practically taken from the 
president and exercised by a committee of 
the directors. B. A. Eckhart has been con- 
sidered generally as the one whose decision 
rt _ matters was above that of the presi- 
» According to stories among the banks the 
Pease loan was originally $225,000. Much of 
this was gold to the country correspondents 
of the bank. When the locomotive works 
went into bankruptcy all the country tnsti- 
tutions which held its paper through pur- 
chase from the National Bank of North 
America wanted to know why they had been 
induced to buy it. This made an unpleasant 
sithation not only for Mr. Perry but for his 
associates, and Mr. Perry, at the suggestion 
of his associates, personally assumed the 
loan and “‘ made good ”’ to the bank. 


Known as a Hard Worker. 

The president of the National. Bank 
of North America is known as a hard worker. 
He gave, according to his friends, his entire 
time to the bank. Me had a great ambition 
to become rich and to make a big institution. 
His extraordinary efforts are said to have 
caused him to be highly overwrought at times 
and to act in the manner of those whose 
nerves are overstrained. Several bankers 
said during the day that they were of the 
opinion Mr. Perry had worked too hard and 
he should have taken a rest, and that someof 
his actions which have been criticised should 
be’ attributed to his nervous condition. 
When, in addition to hard work, the worry 
over bad loans is considered and the trouble 
over the Pease business, there was an accu- 
mulation of ills sufficient to test the strongest 
nerves. 

The published statement of the National 
Bank of North America on Sept. 6 showed 
total deposits of $14,197,895. Of this amount 
$10,896,565, or 73 per cent of the total, was 
bank deposits. Something over a year ago 
the Institution was admitted to the Clearing 
House association. It paid its first dividend 
on Oct. 10. The distribution was 1% per cent, 
or at the rate of 5 per centa year. BParnings 
from the time the bank was organized to the 
‘present are stated to have been at the rate of 
something over 6 per cent.

I 
would advise you not to give up your studies, as it 
is best to stay in the office. I will telephone to 
you. Meet me across the street at'8 o’clock. ~~ 

Letters of the above character went to 
show, contended the defense, that O’Shea’s 
wife feared to see him at her parents’ house, 
and that they had to meet in sé@cret. 

In a letter of, Dec. 2, 1901, the young woman 
said: ‘“‘ Why not come over and see me? 
Youg parents are’so good. ‘Would it not be 
hard if your parents were as hard?’””

We have a candidate from the provinces 


-in the person of Judge Parker. Not that he’ 


is “ from the country, you know.” Far from, 
it.’ He is-not truly rural. He is quite a’ 
knowing person in his way. He is ‘‘ one that 
knows the law, go to; and one that hath two 
gowns, and everything handsome about 
him.”. It would hardly be possible to lure 
Judge Parker to an explosion on the lake 
front, or to sell him a gold brick. His pro- 
vincial character asserts itself not in his 
lack of information but in the kind of know!l-: 
edge which he cherishes. He knows a lot 
of things well, but he does not know many 
things that he ought to know. 

He does not know his own country, for 
example, west of the Hudson river. He has 
made flying trips to bar meetings and na- 
tional conventions in Denver and Chicago, 
but he is imperfectly acquainted with the 
western people, and he is not in touch with 
their ideas, thoughts, or aspirations. 

The field of Judge Parker’s observation 
is contracted. His vision is limited to the 
boundaries of New York. He can tell you 
something of the state government, of the 
decisions of the courts, and he may be able 
to expatiate on the mission of Tammany 
hall and the manifold blessings it has con- 
ferred on humanity in the 100 odd years of 
its existente, 
But when it comes to talking-of national 
questions, Judge Parker is manifestly at 
sea. He has merely a bowing acquaintance 
with them. Hence the egregious blunders 
he falls into when he rashly engages in the 
discussion of any of them... Figures plainly. 
weary him. They signify nothing to him. 
He could not have been good at mathematics 
when he was at school or college. Like the 
girl in the play, he “ can’t do that sum.” 
‘The value of a cipher more or less at the end 
of a long row of figures doesn’t impress it- 
self upon his mind, and whether a digit is 
to the right or to the left of a decimal point 
is to him immaterial. He must be fond of 
works of the imagination. If he is elected 
he will be the first poet we have ever had in 
the White house. 

Judge Parker’s ignorance of the national. 
finances and of our foreign relations is ap- 
palling. What he doesn’t know of the‘con- 
dition of the treasury would decorate with.

An unwhele- 
some, .replusive one, rather. Envy, sus- 
picion, malice, were writ large on every line 
of his face. It was a face, however, which 
bespoke initiative, stubborn courage, fanati- 
cism; and these qualities, at such a period as 
that of the French revolution, may influence 
events as much as learning and genius. 

Marat’s contemporaries regarded him with 
differing eyes. He became the idol of the 
mob. Murat, afterward king of Naples, so 
admired him that he sought to change the 
“u’' in his name to *‘a.”” He was, on the 
other hand, the most detested member of the 
assembly. Even Robespierre indignantly dis- 
claimed all connection with him. Historians 
differ equally in regard to him. Carlyle de- 
picts him as the most despicable, demwr« gic 
creature that ever rose to the troubled sur- 
face .of human’ affairs. Mis biog: apher. 
Ernest Belfort Bax, bluntly calls Carlyle a 
liar —_ maintains that Marat was the true 
** People’s Friend” he called himself. Good 
or bad, lovable or detestable, he sacrificed 
profession, property, friends, peace, health, 
life for his convictions. . Better and greater 
men have done much less; the best and great- 
ost could no more.. 

Marat was not a Frenchman, but was born 
in Neuchatel. When but.a child he read the 
writings of Rousseau and got from them 
views that affected all his later thinking. He 
studied medicine two years at Bordeaux. 

* At 5 years,” he wrote in one of his papers, 
“I wanted to be a schoolmaster; at 15 a pro- 
fessor; at 18 an author; and at 20 a creative. 
genius.” After a few years in Paris he went 
to London, where he lived about twelve years 
and made a good reputation as a physician 
in fashionable circles. He also wrote several 
essays and books. One of his works, “ The 
Chains of Slavery,”” meant to influence an 
election in England. Marat worked on it al- 
most a week without sleep, keeping himself 
up on coffee. The strain almost killed him. 

His fame as a physician spread to France, 
and in 1777 the comte d’Artois, afterward 
Charles X., king of France, gave him a place 
in Paris. Carlyle says he was the duke'’s 
horse-leech. It is now certain, however, that 
he was physician to the duke’s guards. He 
was soon in request as a doctor among the 
aristocracy, made experiments with heat, 
light, and electricity which interested such 
great men as Goethe and Franklin, and wrote 
on sciléntific subjects what were regarded at 
the time as original and able books. 

In _ 1788 the notables met and advised the 
assembling of the states-general. The rev- 
olution was at last come. Marat threw him- 
self into the war of pamphlets which her- 
alded it with fervor and energy. His learn- 
ing, his scientific discoveries, his former po- 
sition as a scientist and as a physician tothe 
aristocracies of both England and France 
were to be speedily forgotten. and he was to 
be represented as having been in England 
a convicted thief and in France an ignorant 
charlatan who doctored horses and hawked 
quack medicines in the streets. It was 
also to be told, perhaps with more truth, 
how a certain citizen named Maquet gave 
him shelter in Paris, and how Marat re- 
warded him by running away with his aye 
and furniture.

Pitcher- Skel’’ Roach of Chicago Is be- 
coming a figure of national importance in 
baseball without any desire on his part, and 


may be indirectly. the cause of war between 
the and minor leagues. 

The of the controversy is the ef- 
fort of the mino: leagues’ association to 
compel Roach to go back to Butte, Mont., 
next season, despite a written agreement 
freeing him from reservation. After being 
turned down by the minors’ board of arbi- 
tration, Roach appealed his case to the na- 
tional commission, which decided that he did 
not belong to the Butte club. 


Decision Is Reversed. 


The minor league board, in session at New | 


“York, reversed the national commission's 
decision on Tuesday. This action was adopt- 
ed by the minor magnates as a body, but 
cooler heads yesterday had the matter re- 
opened and referred back t«. the board, which 
will confer with the national commission and 
attempt to have that body reverse its de-. 
cision. 


Roach called at the office of President John- 
gon yesterday to seek advice in the matter 
and presented to the American league exec- 
utive the facts in the case, which corre- 
spond in every way with those laid before 
the national commission at its last meeting. 

That the minor leagues are skating on thin 
ice and will have to either back water or 
break away from the national agreement 
was apparent from President Johnson's re- 
marks concerning the situation. é 


Johnson on the Case. 

He said: ‘ The national commission, in 
its decision on the Roach case, gave the 
minors’ association three days to conform to 
its terms. The minors, therefore, are al- 
ready outside the national agreement by 
their own act. The national commission and 
the major leagues have no interest in iiis 
player aside from a desire to see that he gets 
the justice due him under the national agree- 
ment. It is a matter-of indifference to both 
major leagues whether the minors keep the | 
agreement or break it. For the two years of | 
its operation it has worked all in favor of 
the minors, and if they want to go it alone | 
that will suit the American and National 


leagues, 

“The National league in particular is dis- 
gusted with the minors. Thousands of dol- 
lars in claims, which have been admitted by 
the minor board, are due National leaguc 


clubs from minor clubs, despite all efforts to 


collect them. 

Settle Claims. 
_“ATl claims alloWed minor clubs from play- 
ers in the major leagues have been settled 
promptly, even before the players concerned 
had earned the money they owed their former 
clubs. 

“There have been several cases of double 
crossing on the part of the minor leagues, 
and the majors are getting tired of an ar- 
rangement so onesided. It rests wholly with 
the minors themselves whether it shall con- 
tinue. The protection afforded the minors 
helps the major leagues only because it fos- 
ters the game and helps develop new material 
to have the minors prosperous. But if they 
do not want that protection, certainly it is 
not business policy for us to force it upon 
them. Without that protection the majors 
would be free to take all the players they 
wanted from the minors for nothing, instead 
of paying thousands of dollars for them, as 
at present.” .
